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This is a decision on the Petition To Withdraw Holding Of Abandonment, received in the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) via facsimile transmission on June 14, 2004. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely pay the issue fee as required in the 
Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due, mailed January 13, 2004, which set a three (3) month 
statutory period for reply.
